'The passing of Mr. Cartwriglit was not unexpected, 
fur tlic ntiliction wliich lirimght ahimt his death had 
gradually sapiaai his strength until it was only a 
matter of how long he might tight off the iiievitabb-. 
'The remains were takmi to Nashville. ’Tyiin., yester- 
day for Imrinl. 

It was iu Nashville that .Marcus Cartwright licg.it’. 
bis career, and it was as a butcher laiy that he 
started. It is reported that he left an estate valued 
close to $I.OOO,(HIO. 

'The call of tlie racetrack early took Mr. Cart- 
wright friiHi the liiilelier trade, and he iH'gan s 
meteoric ri.se in tiiMiiee. His first real success came 
when be fiirmial a iiartiiersliiii in lionkniaking with 
William Beverley at Nashville. Tugellier tliej- oper- 
ated all along the line. Iiaving a iMiok at the tracks 
from New Orleans to St. Paul in the days wlien lac 
iiig tlourished. in tin- late 'Ko’s and early '90’s. Thc.v 
also cut in at the eastern tracks around New York. 

Mr. Cartwright’s aetivlty at the racetracks e.-ime 
to a close alaiut 1891. hut his interests did not cease 
at that lime, for he had others making hia>k f-ir bin;, 
iimong those whom he backed being Marsli Redon awl 
Fred I’eseli. In fact, he bud many iKinkmakers worg- 
iiig iu Ills interests. It was in Ispl that the first 
attack of heart 1 rouble came, and be coiilimieil |o 
suffer from it until the time of bis death. 

lie WHS a big operator, but a eoiisei vat ive one iu 
iiiauy ways. He gained fame around the racetracks 
beeaiise be was a eoiisistent layer against favorites. 
H*| desiilsed imIiIs-oii elioices and alw.i.vs said: 
"I’ll lost* with favorites, but make iiiy winnings on 
the others." .Mm-li of bis money is invtsled hi Chi- 
cago and Nashville real estate.

RACING FOSTERED IN BELGIUM. 

Belgium lias .shown great primiise for the future 
as well di.sposed towards racing. .Vs yet tliere 'las 
been no ellieial interfering with the turf. The gov- 
ernment lias been wise eiiniigli to resist all eiideavo;s 
on the pait of “faddists” to siipjiress lietling, •iiid 
tile latitude existing lias encouraged iirivate inlli i 
live and brought the sport ui) to a level owni'rs and 
breeders never tliouglit eoiild be attained after the 
Freneh raeing a.ithorilies bad taken exception to (he 
early two-year-old racing wliieli invited French 
horses across the frontier some live-aiid-thirt.v years 
ago. .\l. F. I'.riigmaiin has managed for some few 
seasons to take liis place at the head of the list of 
winning nwiiers. He takes as his share over $8 1,- 
(HK> of tile added money, one-fourth of wliich has 
Iieen seeiired liy Equite. the sou of Labrador out of 
Wicked Kitty, who has tints beaten the record 
liitlierlo ebtaiiied by any horse of his age, even i i- 
cluding Talion. M. Bnigiiiann lias a stable of 
Ufty-seven iiorses. incliidiiig two-.vear-olds under the 
care of W. .81iarpe. at Wavre. and great e.x|H*ctations 
are entertained respecting tlie yonngsters. some of 
wliicli have been iiought at auction b.v their owner, 
whose greatest iileasure consists of seeing his colors 
first past till* post. Thirty additional days wer- 
added to the racing fixtures of 1911, and the amoutit 
distriliiUed. inclusive of entries, was in excess of 
$760,000. while another $10,000 was offered as preiu- 
iuins for breeders. Osteiid. with twenty-eight da.vs. 
eiiriclied the racing Inidget b.v $155,000 and the 
stewards of tliat iH)|)ular gathering have written )nt 
a new program witli an even more liberal hand for 
July and Angii.«l next, although little is known at 
the present of the destinies of a town wliicli from 
the most agreeable resort ou the shores of the Cliau- 
nei was reduced by the virtual wrecking of the 
Casino to iiisigiiiricanee, with ruin staring in the 
face of those who found large sums of money for 
local iiiiprovenients on tlie faith of tlie status quo 
being maintained. 

.Alterations have lieeii made in the closing and 
naming for tlie different important events wliich 
will ligiire on the prog^ar;l during the summer meet 
ing. Eiiga.geuicats were received li.v Messrs. Wcatlier- 
liy & .Sons in London up to Tuesda.v. January 2. for 
the Grand Prix d’Ostende. the Grand International 
f’rlterion. and the new event named the Ostend 
Derby, all international events and a.ssured of the 
patronage of the home and French stables. In each 
case the minor forfeit is $10. and the first-named 
race, with .$15,000 added for the winner, offers an 
additional S.'i.OdO to the second. $1,500 to the third, 
and $500 to the fourth, for three-year-olds and up- 
wards. Tlie Criterion, for two-year-olds, five fur- 
longs on the straight, guarantees $10.000 for the 
winner. .$.1.(K)0 for the second, .$1,500 for the tliitd. 
and $500 for the fourth. 'I'he Ostend Derby, of one 
mile five furlongs and a half, three-year-olds to carry 
123 pounds, with penalties and allowances, secure.s 
$6,000 fur the winner. .$1,200 for the second. $600 
for tlie third, and $200 for the fourth. Great atten 
tion is being paid to the race course and tlie gal- i 
lops. Extra accommodation is to be provided for 
tlie anticipated visitors, and siicb a liberal program 
eannot fail to attract. Successful efforts have boon 
made in oflicial quarters to obtain permission to 
bring Iiorses destined to rmn at the Ostend meeting 
b.v tlie direct route fri>ni Ibiver b.v special boats iiro- 
vided with tiattens and ever.v convenience, so that 
this alone will lie a factor of International success. 
The added money at Ostend is tempting enough to 
liriug some of the German horses across the front icr 
as a preliminary to the meeting at Baden-Baden, 
which with Ostend should represent the two trial 
courses for international merit. Some* say that tirj 
King lias considered serioasl.v the Ostend question, 
and that some exceptional measures may be tak-n 
for extending those attractions to b«‘ found in 
every seaside resort in France to a popular ren- 
dezvous of international society such as Ostend. 

BELMONT PARK NOT FOR SALE. 

New Yolk. Jauuar.v 10. — A part of the property 
controlled by the VVestchester Uacing Association 
was recenlly placed on the market. 'This led to a 
rumor in some quarters that Belmont Park was for 
sale, liivostigatiou proves the report to be entirely 
misleading. The facts are that the territory owned 
by tlie assoeiati.vn cov(>rs (>.50 acres, partly in Queens 
and partly in Nassau counties. On the Belmont Park 
side of the Hempstead 'IMrupike it extends to the 
.Mincola road ele.ar to Floral Park. ,\t the Belmont 
Park 'I'eriiiiiiul. where tlie races under the sanction 
of tlic National Steoiileehase and Hunt Association 
are licld. a consideralile ixjrtiou of the property is 
iiniisid for raeing. 'I'lio land lying beyond both race 
courses has increased in value to a considerable ex- 
tent in recent years — hence the announcement lo 
dispose of it.
